Outstanding  export  sales  as  reported  by 
private  exporters  and  compiled  with  other  data 
in  this  release  give  a  snapshot  view  of  the  cur¬ 
rent  contracting  scene.  At  any  given  time  in  the 
course  of  a  marketing  year  outstanding  sales 
do  not  bear  a  consistent  relationship  to  even¬ 
tual  export  shipments.  A  meaningful  export 
projection  is  not  obtainable  by  the  simple 
device  of  adding  outstanding  sales  to  exports  to 
date.  The  latter  data,  alone,  may  provide  a  more 
reliable  measure  of  current  export  activity  than 
may  be  derived  from  a  year-to-year  compari¬ 
son  of  outstanding  sales.

EXPORT  SALES  REPORT 


Comments  on  release  of  February  21  (based  on  reports  from  exporters  for  the  week 
ending  February  10,  1980): 

Wheat:  Sales  activity  slowed  from  the  pace  of  recent  weeks.  Net  sales  totaled 
350,000  metric  tons  (MT)  for  MY  1979/80  and  182,800  MT  for  the  following  year. 

Nigeria  and  Japan  were  the  major  customers  for  MY  1979/80,  while  Chile  was  the 
major  buyer  for  next  year.  Switches  from  unknown  destinations  raised  current  year 
sales  to  China  and  Czechoslovakia. 

Corn :  Buyer  interest  in  the  U.S.  corn  market  continued  lively  with  several  East 
European  countries,  Japan,  Egypt  and  EC  countries  active  in  the  marketplace.  Corn 
exports  exceeded  1  million  MT  for  the  thirteenth  consecutive  week. 

Barley:  Net  sales  were  the  heaviest  in  a  number  of  weeks  as  Iraq  (45,000  MT)  and 
West  Germany  (27,200  MT)  reported  substantial  purchases. 

Rice:  The  commercial  export  market  continued  to  show  moderately  good  activity  as 
sales  were  reported  to  Nicaragua,  Nigeria,  and  unknown  destinations.  Switches  from 
unknown  destinations  increased  sales  to  the  United  Arab  Emirates  by  8,250  MT. 

Soybeans :  Net  sales  (311,000  MT)  continued  their  decline.  Sales  were  strong  to  the 
Netherlands  (186,500  MT)  and  Japan  (59,800  MT).  Cancellations  included  Lebanon 
(25,000  MT)  and  a  net  reduction  in  sales  to  unknown  destinations  of  64,300  MT. 

Exports  declined  to  307,400  MT,  including  the  EC  (114,700  MT) , JJapanv (72 ,100  MT),  and 
Spain  61,500  MT. 

Soybean  Meal :  Net  sales  of  only  193,700  MT  were  well  below  last  week's  level. 

Venezuela  (85,800  MT)  was  the  largest  buyer.  Exports  (310,200  MT)  nearly  doubled 
the  previous  week's  157,600  MT.  Widely  scattered  destinations  were  included  in  the 
export  list  with  the  EC  (148,000  MT)  the  major  importer. 

Soybean  Oil:  Export  sales  (27,000  MT)  recovered  from  last  week's  depressed  level. 

Large  sales  to  India  were  the  result  of  switches  from  unknown  destinations.  Exports 
(56,200  MT)  continued  strong,  primarily  to  India  (28,400  MT). 

Cotton:  Sales  activity  equaled  last  week's  low  level.  MY  1979/80  sales  of  66,700  RB 
were  primarily  to  Korea  -  29,300  RB,  Japan  -  19,400  RB,  and  Taiwan  -  8,800  RB. 

MY  1980/81  sales  of  30,700  RB  were  largely  to  Greece,  Hungary,  and  France.  Exports 
of  313,300  RB  established  a  new  weekly  record.  Twenty  percent  went  to  Europe  and 
77  percent  to  Asia,  including  135,700  RB  to  China. 

Sorghum,  Oats  and  Rye:  Showed  no  significant  activity.
